SUBJECT: Conversation with Lawrence Houston re Testimony by 
Ambassador Helms before Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee on 22 January 1975 


Following up on a call which Mr. Houston made to OGC, I called 
Mr. Houston back concerning the testimony of Ambassador Helms before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee on Wednesday, 22 January 1975. 

Mr. Houston informed me that in this executive testimony which has been 
returned to the Foreign Relations Committee for release, there were 
some references to Agency support to Chile in the 1964 elections and 
some discussion of a general nature regarding covert actions. Mr. Houston 
said Ambassador Helms, 


and he had reviewed this 


testimony to see if anything needed to be stricken before it was published. 
Their conclusion was that while the testimony would create some talk they 
did not feel it would create any real problems. After discussing this 
with the Director, I called Mr. Pat Holt, Staff Director, Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, at home and expressed the Director's concern. 

Mr. Holt said the testimony would not be released before the end of next 
week and we agreed the Director and I should take this up with Chairman 
Sparkman when we mbet with him on Monday.
